“I 
lit a cigarette and the end of my 
nose caught on fire, so I put it 
out in a cup of coffee! The au- 
dience was hysterical, but not 
nearly as hysterical as I was—it 
was all an accident!" 

The knack for spontaneous 
humor was one of Ball's greatest 
gifts, a talent also brought to light 
in the 1950 comedy Fancy Pants 
(premiering in November on 
The Disney Channel).

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Why did Walt Disney stop 
making short cartoons in 
the 1950s? 
—R.G., Kansas City, MO 
Disney produced about 450 
short cartoons during the 30- 
year period that they were pop- 
ular in movie theaters. By the 
mid-to-late 1950s, cartoons got 
too expensive to produce, and 
the theaters, which had switched 
to double features, were no longer 
buying cartoons or other short 
subjects such as newsreels and 
travelogues. Today, with many 
theaters back to showing single 
features, there may be a place 
for cartoons again. Disney's first 
experiment, Tummy Trouble, re- 
leased with Honey, I Shrunk the 
Kids, was a big success. 


In the movie Summer Magic, 
the brother, Peter, is played 
by Jimmy Mathers. Is he any 
relation to Jerry Mathers of 
Leave It to Beaver? 
—S.W., Battle Creek, MI 
Jimmy Mathers was Jerry 
Mathers's younger brother. He 
had appeared in a 1961-62 CBS 
situation comedy called /chabod 
and Me. 


On one episode of Walt 
Disney Presents, Walt Disney 
remarked that he planned to 
do a feature length cartoon 
on “Hiawatha.” Was that 
film ever made? . 
—R.L., Johnson City, TN 

The only film Walt Disney 
ever completed on the “Ніа- 
watha" story was the 1937 Silly 
Symphony cartoon, Little Hia- 
watha. While story work on a 
Hiawatha feature proceeded for 
several years, the story never 
satisfied Walt, so the idea was 
shelved and the movie never 
made. Other tales planned for

There have been Disney Stores 
in major malls throughout the 


country ever since the first one 
opened in the Glendale (Califor- 
nia) Galleria in 1987.

The 40- 
odd stores now open nationwide 
are all operated by The Walt 
Disney Company; they are not 
franchises. 


As a Robin Hood fan, I have 
heard that there was a 
Mickey Mouse newspaper 
comic strip about the fa- 
mous outlaw.

Besides the 1952 live-action 
feature The Story of Robin Hood

For much of 1936, the comic strip "Mickey Mouse Adventures with Robin 
Hood" was a staple of the Sunda 


y funny papers. In the comic, a 


miniaturized Mickey took refuge in a book about Robin Hood—and 
ended up joining Robin and his Merrie Men of Sherwood Forest. 


Many collectors feel this was 
Mickey’s finest Sunday adven- 
ture. Called “Mickey Mouse Ad- 
ventures with Robin Hood,” the 
strip was later reprinted in Walt 
Disney's Comics and Stories in 
1941, and now can be seen in 
the book Mickey Mouse in Color 
(Pantheon, 1988). In the story, 
Mickey is accidentally minia- 
turized (Honey, | shrunk the 
Mouse??) and he takes refuge in 
a Robin Hood book, where he 
joins Robin's band.

E Almost Angels (see page 59) is 
one of several motion pictures 
made by Walt Disney in the 
1960s that used authentic lo- 
cales. The story of the Vienna 
Boys Choir was released in 
Europe as Born to Sing. 

E The “Blue Bayou" segment of 
Make Mine Music (see page 51) 
was originally made to be a part 
of Fantasia, using Debussy's 
"Clair de Lune." But when Fan- 
tasia proved to be too long, the 
segment was shelved until a 
place was found for it in Make 
Mine Music six years later. Since 
this film features more contem- 
porary music, a new song was 
substituted for the Debussy. 

Bl Mickey's Christmas Carol 
(see page 61), released in 1983, 
was the first Mickey Mouse car- 
toon made in 30 years. The 
previous one had been The Sim- 
ple Things in 1953.

The picture of Baby's first holi- 
days is bright in our minds. It 
captures everything warm and 
wonderful we feel about the sea- 
son. But there are also the snap- 
shots that never get into the 
family album, the ones of the 
child frightened and bewildered, 
overdressed in uncomfortable 
clothes, being passed among a 
sea of unfamiliar adults or sitting 
on the floor drowning in pack- 
aging. The infant or toddler who 
is the center of attention may be 
upset as well as excited by 
what's going on around him. 

There's a definite increase in

Some things your mother never 
taught you. 


Because most school children 
don't brush their teeth while 
they're at school, what parents 
put in their children's lunches 
will directly affect their kids' 
chances of getting cavities. Par- 
ents grew up hearing that sugar 
was bad for their teeth, and it is. 
Bacteria in the mouth feed on 
sugar, creating acids which 
eventually break down tooth 
enamel and allow bacteria to in- 
vade the tooth. But marty par- 
ents are not aware of the hidden 
dental dangers of other foods. 

New research has revealed a 
host of foods that help fight 
tooth decay, and others—which 
include such natural foods as 
raisins, granola bars and ba- 
nanas—that actually promote 
plaque and cavities. 

Not only does sugar cause

accidents, illnesses, and erno- 
tional problems during the holi- 
days, according to Dr. Gwen 
Huffer, M.D., a pediatrician in 
the Los Angeles area. Children 
experience changes in routine; 
they sometimes have to give up 
their rooms to visitors; or they 
travel and sleep in a strange 
location away from home. "The 
most frequent complaints from 
parents are about night waking, 
separation anxiety and temper 
tantrums," Huffer says. She of- 
fers the following safety and 
health suggestions: 
1) Maintain normal routines of 
healthful eating, exercise, relax-

cavities, carbohydrates can do 
so as well, says Christine Dumas, 
D.D.S., Assistant Clinical Pro- 
fessor of Dentistry at the Uni- 
versity of Southern California 
and a consumer advisor for the 
American Dental Association. 
“Carbohydrates are broken 
down in your mouth into sugars 
...so they can be just as bad for 
your teeth as sugar." 

The answer, says Dumas, 
isn't to avoid packing any foods 
into the school lunch that con- 
tain sugar or carbohydrates, but 


rather to be sure to include some 
foods that will help fight tooth 
decay, and to learn how to 
make intelligent choices be- 
tween different foods that are 
popular with children. 

Aged cheeses, such as swiss 
and cheddar, actually help coun- 
teract the acids in the mouth, 
Dumas says. Opt for milk over 
fruit juice, since fruit juices have 
as much sugar as do soft drinks. 
A chocolate peanut bar, she 
says, is better than raisins or a 
fruit roll-up, "because there is

something in the milk-choco- 
late coating, coupled with the 
nuts, that protects the teeth, 
whereas the fruit roll-up and the 
raisins create a sticky sugar 
coating on the teeth." Corn chips, 
peanuts and sugarless gum are 
some of the most tooth-friendly 
snacks around, she says, since 
they'll help counteract mouth 
acids that invite decay. Because 
bread is a soon-to-be-sugar car- 
bohydrate, Dumas suggests that 
parents consider omitting the 
typical sandwich and pack some- 
thing like sliced pepperoni, 
cheese, celery sticks and sliced 
carrots. Include a straw, she 
suggests, to limit the contact of 
any beverage with the teeth. 

Once parents know how to 
pack the perfect lunch, they 
should explain their choices to 
their children, says Dumas. 
"Faced with decent options, if 
kids know what's best for them, 
they'll usually make the right 
choice."

ation and sleep, for parents as 
. well as the child, as much as pos- 
sible. But, on the other hand, 
don't expect that the holidays 
will be perfect. If you anticipate a 
certain amount of disruption in a 
child's sleep, then you won't be 
so upset when it happens. 
Continue to spend five or 10 
minutes of uninterrupted time 
with your child, doing something 
you both enjoy. This is particular- 
ly helpful at transition times, 
such as going from play to meal- 
time or to bedtime. 
2) Tell an infant or toddler a 
few hours ahead of time what's 
going to happen, such as “grand- 
ma's going to be here today." 
Even when an infant doesn't 
. know the words, he'll register 
your tone of voice and feeling, 


and that helps him adjust. A 
three-year-old can be told about 
plans a few days in advance. 
3) "By the time a child is one 
year old, he or she can open 
presents pretty well," Huffer 
says. "Let the child play with the 
present after he opens it, before 
he goes on to the next gift. If an 
infant watches older kids, he 
may mimic them and feel over- 
whelmed. You may want to tuck 
presents away for him later." 
4) Pay attention to safety. Your 
child continues to develop right 
through the holiday time, and 
may surprise you by suddenly 
crawling toward a guest's purse 
and getting into a non-child- 
proofed bottle of pills, or tod- 
dling into the corner of a table. 
Other safety suggestions in- 
clude: If traveling, arrange for a 
car seat at your destination. Pro- 
tect your child from falls from 
unfamiliar beds and chairs. Tie 
the Christmas tree in two direc- 
tions. Look out for the table- 
cloths; this may be the year for 
place mats. Also, have someone 
else hold your child if you're 
drinking a hot liquid. 


A no-choke testing tube can 

be a helpful device to have with 
you. Sold in many baby depart- 
ments, it measures objects that 
are unsafe to swallow for chil- 
dren under three. Anything— 
perhaps nuts and hard candies 
on the table—that falls easily 
through the tube is small enough 
to be trouble for a toddler. 
5) Health considerations have 
mainly to do with not spreading 
viruses. ^We catch cold with our 
hands," says Huffer, "so until 
washed, keep hands away from 
eyes and nose. Viruses actually 
spread more through the eyes 
and nose." 

With regard to allergies, check 
with your child's doctor about 
whether there are any foods to 
be avoided during the holidays. 
6) In making plans, say yes 
only to those activities which 
will be fun and for which you 
have the energy. "It's a good 
time to practice saying no to 
things you don't want to do," 
says Huffer. Start preparations, 
such as shopping and cooking, 
earlier than you did before you 
had an infant, so you can allow 


time to relax with your child. 
And anticipate what your child 
will be doing while you're doing 
something else. 
7) Encourage relatives and 
friends to let the child take the 
lead in making new friends. "Up 
to five or six months old, babies 
are pretty social," Huffer says, 
“but after that, it’s better to let 
the child take the lead." 
8) Find ways for children, even 
babies, to participate in the go- 
ings on, but make sure it's at 
their own level. Infants love to 
be near you and hear you de- 
scribe what you're doing. A child 
over five months old can hold a 
ball of dough or a bell or ball. A 
one-year-old can poke holes in 
dough or scribble with crayons. 
Infants catch the tone of the 
festivities; they respond to the 
gay, hopeful atmosphere around 
them. They also react to their 
immediate surroundings. "The 
most important thing you can do 
is to look at what's going on 
through your youngster's eyes," 
Huffer advises. It's the best way 
to insure the child enjoys his first 
experience of holiday cheer.

= When personalities clash

What do you do when you 
realize that you are constantly 
clashing with your child? What 
happens when an athletic par- 


ent finds his child prefers to 


relax quietly listening to music, 
or an assertive child is paired 
with a more withdrawn parent? 

Such problems occur when 
there isn't a "good fit" between 
the personality of the parent and 
the temperament of the child, 
according to Dr. G. Pirooz 
Sholevar, Professor and Director 


of the Division of Child, Adoles- 
cent and Family Psychiatry at 
Jefferson Medical College in 
Philadelphia. Frequently parent- 
child clashes are noticed most 
when the two have opposite 
traits, and the differences are 
often disappointing to a parent. 

"Parents often see a child 
[who differs from them] as a 
troublemaker, and then the 
child may see himself as a 'bad 
child,” says Sholevar. “But the 
same child in another setting 
may be seen differently." 

A clash may start early in life, 


says Sholevar, and by preschool 
age, parents may be aware of 
tension with the child. Frequent- 
ly, the bad-fit relationship shows 
up under stress, such as when 


the child needs comforting, and 
the parent, reacting to some- 
thing in the way the child ex- 
presses the frustration—crying,

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z Day care centers and the risk of infections 


For working parents who feel 
they are losing sleep—and time 
at work—because of their in- 
fants’ repeated illnesses, there’s 
some interesting news. 

Researchers, publishing in the 


Journal of Pediatrics, looked at 


infants in a variety of child care 
arrangements: home care, group 
care (two to six children) and 
day care (seven or more chil- 
dren). Not surprisingly, they 
found that children in home 


care had fewer infections than © 


children in day care, and those 
in group care or day care were 
more likely than children in 
home care to experience re- 
peated respiratory infections and 
other illnesses. 

The good news is that there is 


evidence to suggest that the in- 
fant who experiences these ill- 
nesses early in his life may 
develop protective immunity— 
an immunity that will serve him 
well later in preschool or early 
elementary school years.

and thats the way 
the cookie crumbles. 
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whining, or a temper tantrum, 
for instance—creates more in- 
tense frustration for the child. 
The clash takes on additional 
complexity when two parents 
have different temperaments, 
and the child's personality is 
linked closely to one parent. 
This happens, for example, when 
an outgoing and cheerful moth- 
er finds herself with a self-ab- 
sorbed son and a quiet husband. 
For parents who experience a 
clash but are not sure what to do 
about the tension, Dr. Sholevar 
offers some advice. First, he 
says, know that there's a wide 
range of variation in normal 
development and behavior. The 
young intellectual who does 
nothing but compute math prob- 


lems for hours on end is just as 
normal as the baseball star who 
can't leave the diamond. 

Parents should make an effort 
to know themselves, to identify 
their own personality traits and 
to understand their child's tem- 
perament, Dr. Sholevar says. He 
also urges parents to notice how 
and when they stray from their 
own typical personality patterns. 
Know that the child notices, for 
example—even if the parent is 
unaware—that the constantly 
dieting mother sometimes de- 
lights in a late evening ice cream 
binge. Awareness will help 
smooth the relationship. 

Parents should also be alert to 
ways in which their spouses 
may trigger reactions that affect 
the child. If one parent is anx- 
ious to leave for an errand and 
the other has a relaxed view of 
the day's activities, the slow- 
moving child will certainly find a 
friend in the slow-moving par- 
ent. It’s up to the parents to help 
each other to modify behavior, 
says Sholevar, without allowing 
the child to become a pawn in 
the process.

His leading role

There are choices you can make. And then there 
are choices you have to make. Robert Urich knows » 
the difference. When Urich was in his early 20s, there 
were many career choices open to him. An accom- 
plished athlete—captain of both his high school foot- 
ball and basketball teams and recipient of a four-year 
football scholarship to Florida State University—Urich 
could have crafted a successful career in coaching or 
sports administration. With a B.A. in radio and tele- 
vision communications and an M.A. from Michigan 


State University, Urich could easily have continued 
along the corporate path he toed when he accepted 
work as a sales account executive at station WGN 
Chicago. But when Urich sized up the possibilities in 
his future, the choice was simple. Pursuing a career in 
acting, Urich recalls, “was the easiest decision to 
make in the world because it was something I had to 
do. I'd thought about acting forever—and from the 
| time I was in high school, I was in plays—but coming 
from a little steel town in Ohio, it wasn't something I 
told anybody. I didn't go around saying, 'Hey, I'm go- 
| ing to be an artist." 

Having made his choice to go into acting, Urich 
never looked back. Sure, there were the early, lean years while he prac- 
ticed his craft at Chicago's Ivanhoe and Arlington Park Theatres, years 
during which family and friends alike in his Toronto, Ohio hometown 
wondered if he was ever going to get a “real” job. Now, after 18 years in 

By Alexandra Pollyea show business, Urich has an impressive roster of television and movie 
roles to his credit. Robert Urich is a “name,” a “heavyweight,” courted by 
producers and studios who hope he can add that intangible sparkle that 
makes a project a hit. 

The more things change, then, the more they remain the same: in his 
professional life, Robert Urich is back to sifting projects he “can do" from 
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projects he feels he “has to do." Which brings up the Disney Channel 
Premiere Film Spooner. (A world television premiere, Spooner debuts on 
The Disney Channel on Saturday, December 2, at 7:00 p.m., Eastern/ 
Pacific time.) In Spooner, directed by Australian George Miller of Man 
From Snowy River fame, Urich plays an escaped forger, Michael Gillette, 
aka Harry Spooner, who finds work teaching English and coaching 
wrestling at a small-town high school. Spooner tries to make a difference 
in the life of a seemingly no-good bully of a kid and falls in love with a 
fellow teacher—all the while trying to keep out of sight of pursuing 
lawmen. With all the televison and film scripts that cross his desk, what 
drew Urich to the role? 

Not surprisingly, there were several reasons. The quality of the story 
and writing was an important factor. "Whether it's film or television, 
scripts which are good jump out at you,” Urich says. "The Disney people 
sent Spooner to me and I said yes to the project immediately." Urich was 
also attracted to Spooner because “you want to do something that your 
kids can watch, something the family can watch when they all sit down 
together." But there were other considerations for taking on Spooner as 
well, considerations that had to do with Urich's concern of widening his 
repertoire of roles as an actor. 

"So often I've been asked to play these clear-cut heroic types who 
always make the correct physical and moral choices," Urich explains. 
"With Spooner, I got a chance to play somebody who had more gray 
areas to his character. Spooner is not a bad guy; he just got in the habit of 
forging information, like a white-collar criminal. It started in college 
when some scholarships were suspended, and Spooner thought it was 
unfair that some of his classmates were not going to be able to finish their 
education. So he doctored some checks, his friends stayed in school, and 
of course he got caught." 

If Spooner represents somewhat of a departure for Urich, the role calls 
for him to draw on the athletic experience that has been of invaluable aid 
in playing so many physically demanding roles. "Given all the coaching 
that I've had in my days and all the organized sports I've played, I pretty 


n this hard driving—and 
inspirational—film, Robert 
Urich is Harry Spooner, a small 
town high school English 
teacher.

much had the coach aspect of the part pegged,” Urich says. “The only 
difficult thing was learning to wrestle. To have some 250-pound 
seventeen-year-old put you in a neck lock—well, time out! I had to learn 
to throw these guys and do it with dispatch. You've got your whole body 
sailing through the air and falling on a mat at age 42.” 

As in the past, Urich insisted on doing all his own stunts if at all possi- 
ble. “I just felt I could do it,” Urich says with quiet pride. “I picked it up in 
two or three days. I don’t think it was something that a stuntman could 
have done for me. I mean, you could always do that and cheat, but it’s 
not as convincing. It's not that I personally like to go hurtling through the 
air and crashing to the concrete.” 

In the course of filming another project, Urich explains, he separated 
part of his shoulder and wrecked his back for a while. “I look at scripts a 
little more closely now. I'm going to try to do some comedies,” he vows. 
And yet, Urich finds himself drawn back to physical challenges both on 
and off the screen. “Every time I think I'm done with it or that I can't do 
it any more, ГЇЇ find some reason to test myself. It really is a confidence 
builder. I just came back from two weeks in the Colorado Rockies. My 
son and I packed in with horses and mules for two days across the Con- 
tinental Divide. I didn't know if my back could take it after a dayona 
horse fording streams and climbing up mountain sides. I ended up 
feeling great and I thought, I just need to do more." Urich laughs, "And 
that's probably what puts people in an early grave." 

Joking aside, Urich is committed to doing more projects that, like 
Spooner, invigorate him professionally and make him feel good about 
his craft. One such project is American Dreamer, a series he's developing 
with Gary David Goldberg of Family Ties fame. It's the story of a man in 
contemporary midwestern America trying to rekindle the summer sim- 
plicity of his youth. 

Eighteen years ago, Robert Urich chose to forego a "real" career in 
favor of the acting life. It was a decision he had to make. As his perfor- 
mance in Spooner demonstrates, there was never any doubt that Urich 
chose the right path.

The Littie 
Mermaid 


Alyssa Milano looks at the making of Disney’s first 
animated fairy tale since Sleeping Beauty. 


inderella, Sleeping Beauty, Snow White and the Seven Dwarts 

—these Disney fairy tales are imbued in our minds as some 

of the most memorable films from childhood. For the past 

several years, The Walt Disney Studios have been toiling 
away at the creation of their first animated fairy tale since Sleeping 
Beauty in 1959. The result is The Little Mermaid, scheduled for release 
on November 17. The Disney Channel was on hand to capture the 
creation of this extraordinary film from beginning to end for an exclu- 
sive special, The Making of The Little Mermaid (premiering November 
17, at 8:30 p.m., Eastern/Pacific time). 

Who better to host The Making of the Little Mermaid than Alyssa 
Milano, the young actress who served as one of the inspirations for the 
mermaid character. During the special, Milano takes subscribers to the 
animation studios, introduces the actors who provided the characters 
with their voices, and finds out what sets The Little Mermaid apart from 
previous Disney animated classics. 

Based on the tale by Hans Christian Andersen, The Little Mermaid 
is the story of Ariel, a 16-year-old mermaid who longs to be human. 
Her father Triton, the king of the sea, refuses to grant her wish. 
Animator Glen Keane comments on the story’s appeal: "What makes 
the picture real is Ariel’s struggle to be free. . .and that her father has 
to let her be free, let her grow up. 

“In this picture the girl, the heroine, is more real and identifiable 
than any other heroine we've done,” Keane continues. To make Ariel 
believable, the animators also relied on Jodi Benson, the actress who 
provided the voice for Ariel. In fact, the characters’ voices were recorded 
before any animation was started. 

Benson faced the formidable task of making Ariel sound like she was 
underwater. To create a submarine atmosphere the technicians turned 
off all the lights and recorded her voice in complete darkness. 
Christopher Barnes (Day by Day), who plays the human prince Ariel 
falls in love with, was also challenged with creating a believable 
voice—without ever having seen the character. “I realized the film was 
at that moment. . .one percent technical and ninety-nine percent im- 
agination. It was my job to bring everything to life."

cajoles with her best mate Scuttle, a scatterbrained seagull. Buddy Hackett provides Scuttle's voice: "I was a 
method seagull," quips Hackett. "I let all these thoughts fly through my head of flying and talking and being that bird." 


The greatest challenge for the animators was to create an undersea 
world—a world which was constantly in motion. Underwater ani- 
mation “is a difficult proposition because there are no holds. . „the hair 
continues to drift. . .you can't feel that something isn t floating,” say 
John Musker and Ron Clements, artists who worked on the project. 
They studied Pinocchio and other films for their use of bubbles and 
light patterns to develop a kinetic marine world. 

Another element that helped the animators was the music created 
for the film. Disney brought in Howard Ashman and Alan Menken, 
creators of the hit musical The Little Shop of Horrors, to write the songs 
for The Little Mermaid. Animator Donald Towns comments on the 
music: "It allows you to push the color as far as you want to push it. 
[The music] builds to a high point. . .and we see it, not just hear it." 

Music, models, voices, Storyboards—they're all part of the com- 
plicated process behind producing an animated film. In The Making of 
the Little Mermaid subscribers get an incredible look at the story from 
conception to creation—and discover why animator Glen Keane 
describes The Little Mermaid as "different from any fairy tale Disney's 
ever made in the past." 
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At the vigorous age of 86, Bob Hope not only 
doesn't pause in his ceaseless quest for our 
laughter, he doesn't even slow down. 

On a recent afternoon when he was briefly 
between trips and relaxing—sort of—at his 
home in Toluca Lake, California, a memento- 
filled establishment his friends refer to as The 
Winter Palace, Hope told a visitor, “I just did 
four days in Appleton, Wisconsin (a benefit to 
raise money for the library). I told 'em, T started 
in vaudeville, then went to radio, Broadway, 
pictures, television, and now Гуе ended up in 
Appleton. Where did I go wrong? They loved 
it. Beautiful place, beautiful people." 

Hope is on the road, or more exactly in the 
air in his own jet, much of the time, doing ben- 
efits and one-night appearances, including a 
much-heralded teaming in Madison Square 
Garden with another tireless trouper, 93-year- 
old George Burns. Hope, Burns and Betty 
White also starred at the gala opening of the 
Disney-MGM Studios Theme Park in Florida, 
where Hope taped A Conversation with Bob 
Hope, the fourth in a series of specials on The 
Disney Channel featuring show business leg- 
ends. (A Conversation With Bob Hope pre- 
mieres November 26 at 9:00 p.m., Eastern/ 
Pacific time.) 

Hope dipped into his extraordinary bag of 
memories to create a moment during the Flori- 
da taping. “I was coming home from Europe 
on the liner United States in 1950," Hope was 
remembering the other afternoon. “Gloria de 
Haven was on board and we did a little show 
every day. I'd do a two or three minute mono- 
logue and then we'd take questions from the 
audience. One guy yelled out from the back, 
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That Tireless, 
Traveling Man,

‘Does a pig's tail curl clockwise or counter- 
clockwise? I said, ‘We'll know when you leave.’ 
It brought the house down. My agent was with 
me in Florida and I set him up to ask the same 
question. I think he was scared to death, but I 
called on him and he asked it, and it worked 
again. Big laugh.” 

Hope has been chasing—and getting—the 
big laughs for more than 60 years, ever since 
the swift demise of the career of a boxer named 
Packy East. Hope was born Leslie Townes Hope 
in England but his family emigrated to Cleve- 
land, Ohio, when he was four. A buddy with 
whom Hope boxed at the YMCA in Cleveland 
registered for the state amateur finals as Packy 
West. As a joke Hope secretly registered as 
Packy East. 

*My pal Whitey Jennings, who was Packy 
West, lost his first fight. I won mine, because 
the kid I was fighting looked at his corner every 
time I hit him, which left him open for another 
punch." But he only lasted two rounds in his 
next fight. "That guy knocked me right into 
dancing school," Hope says. 

The dancing school was no joke. Hope's - 
mother had been a concert singer in Wales and 
Hope inherited a fine, strong voice, which sug- 
gested a singing-dancing career. Another Hope © 
pal from the neighborhood at 105th and Euclid 
Avenue was taking dancing lessons and Hope 
signed up, too. He did well, and for a while he 
even ran the school. He found a dancing part- А 
ner, Mildred Rosequist, who was also a girl- 
friend, and they developed an act which he | 
proposed they take on Ше road. "But her 
mother insisted on seeing the act first, and

when she did, she said, 'You're not taking my 
daughter on the road with that act.' 

“Mildred later married a policeman and lived 
in San Diego. She came to Burbank to watch 
me tape one of the specials once and she said, 
‘Bob, if Mother were here today I'd slap her in 
the mouth.” 

Bob also hung around the Alhambra Pool 
Hall and when he got one of his first vaudeville 
gigs, at the nearby Alhambra Theatre, he says, 
“My pals all came and sat in the front row. 
When I walked on they brought out news- 
papers and started reading them." 

[t was a rocky start, but vaudeville became a 
priceless schooling in timing, interpreting au- 
diences, ad-libbing, and mugging. "People are 
always asking me, where are all the young 
comedians going to come from," Hope says. 
“Pye always said, it’s tough, because they don't 
have vaudeville as a place where they can be 
bad, and learn to be good. Now, of course, 
there's a Comedy Store on every corner, but it's 
still not vaudeville. 

"When you did three a day, which you did 
unless you were a headliner, you did the sup- 
per show, with 20 or 30 people in the au- 
dience. Believe me, that taught you to ad-lib.” 

Hope's first vaudeville breaks were in so- 
called tab shows, condensed musical revues 
that were booked out of Springfield, Ohio. He 
did everything from juveniles to blackface, and 
still remembers an appearance in Braddock, 
Pennsylvania, when in his naivete he used 
grease instead of cork. "I was in the dressing 
roorn until two in the morning, trying to get the 
stuff off." Once a bit later he missed his bus to 
the theater and didn't have time to put on the 
blackface. A booking agent was in the au- 
dience and told Hope afterwards, “Don't ever 
wear blackface again. You've got a face that 
saves weak jokes." 

"Can you imagine how many hours of work 
that guy saved me?" Hope asks, laughing. It was 
also a learning experience, as Hope realized 
the values of mugging as a way of covering for 
a joke that doesn't quite work. What might be 
called his physical and his verbal double-takes 
at failed jokes became in fact as much a 
trademark as his bad luck with beautiful wo- 
men or his lack of success in winning Oscars. 

In the mid-20s, Hope says, “I starved around 
Cleveland, then I went to Detroit. I got $10a 
show there, and not many shows either. I was 
still Lester Hope. I decided to try Chicago, and 
I told myself I was going to make it there or 
quit. | can remember looking out of my hotel 
room and watching the people eating in 
Henrici's, where I couldn't afford to eat." 

But a friendly agent got him a booking as 
emcee at a suburban theater, and that led to a 
six-month stint at another theater which com- 
bined movies with a stage show. "I borrowed 
jokes from everybody. I'd ask the other acts if 
they had material 1 could use. | read College 
Humor.” Some of the jokes remain in mind, 
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like the Scotsman who was married in the back- 
yard so his chickens would get the rice, and the 
same Scotsman who killed his wife because he 
found she'd purchased vanishing cream. 

“After the six months,” Hope says, “I was 
ready. I was loaded for bear." He had become 
Bob Hope, because it sounded brisker, and he 
knew how to edit material and, in general, how 
to deliver it. Earlier he had had partners. Now 
he was a single. 

There was one lesson left to learn. In San 
Antonio his jokes, delivered in his fast, brash 
style, fell flat. He blamed the audiences, but a 
kindly booking agent, who became a lifelong 
friend, told him, "These are nice, friendly peo- 
ple, Fancy Pants, but they speak a little slowly 
down here. Just slow down a little and let 'em 
hear you." Hope did, and it made all the dif- 
ference. The nickname Fancy Pants, the 
booker's allusion to the blue blazer and white 
flannels which were Hope's stage outfit, was a 
standing joke between them, and became the 
title of one of Hope's most successful films, a 
remake of Ruggles of Red Gap, in which he co- 
starred with Lucille Ball in 1950. 

From Texas, Hope at the end of the 1920s in- 
vaded New York with a triumphant vaudeville 
appearance, on a bill with Leatrice Joy, the wife 
of matinee idol John Gilbert. Hope came on, 
announcing that he wasn t John Gilbert, in 
case anybody wasn't sure. His socko perfor- 
mance led to offers from two major circuits. He 
chose the lesser-paying offer from Keith- 
Orpheum because it included bookings at the 
Palace, the pinnacle of success for any vaude- 
villian. Those appearances led to the theater: 
Ballyhoo of 1932 and then Roberta, which 
established Hope as a musical comedy star. 
The shows led to movie shorts and to the start 
of his long career in radio. 

Early in the 1930s, MGM brought Hope to 
California for a screen test but, in a striking 
display of major studio myopia, Hope wasn't 
signed. But then director Mitchell Leisen, who 
was later to do The Big Broadcast of 1938, 
came to see Hope on Broadway in Follies, in 
which Hope was introducing "I Can't Get 
Started With You,” singing it to a red-headed 
chorine named Eve Arden. 

At Leisen's urging, Hope got the lead in Big 
Broadcast, sang “Thanks for the Memory" to 
Shirley Ross, and has been singing it ever 
since, with new verses for every occasion. The 
film and the song launched Hope as a major 
Hollywood star. 

It is quite possible that no one has made so 
many people laugh over so many years as Bob 
Hope, or played so many benefits for so many 
good causes. He is about to celebrate his for- 
tieth year of making televison specials, and he 
continues to do six hours of specials a year. His 
films, like Fancy Pants and Casanova's Big 
Night, as well as the classic Road pictures with 
Bing Crosby and Dorothy Lamour, keep finding 
new audiences. 

It is clear that Hope, and the world, owe a 
debt of gratitude to that long-forgotten amateur 
boxer who flattened Packy East in the second 
round in Cleveland nearly 70 years ago.

Imagine a world in which virtually every day 
brings new musical surprises. In which the 
most joyous uptempo shouting and the most 
lachrymose ballad singing you've ever heard 
leap out side by side, divided by nothing more 
than a few seconds of deejay patter. A world in 
which barriers crumbled so regularly that you 
couldn't be sure what frenzy to focus on next: 
Those wisecracking Englishmen in the col- 
larless coats or that cool cat in the white cut- 
away motoring in from Detroit. 

You don't have to imagine that world. Only 
25 years ago it really existed. It was called the 
Sixties. The music that was made then, from 
Liverpool and London to New York, Detroit, 
Memphis, and L.A., retains a uniquely capti- 
vating presence. It’s not just nostalgia. This 
music remains alive—as you'll see in every 
episode of Ready Steady Go! 

Ready Steady Go! first aired in August 1963 
on Britain's commerical network, ITV. It wasn't 
just the heyday of Beatlemania and the early 
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days of the London beat boom heralded by the 
Rolling Stones; it was the eve of the Mods vs. 
Rockers riots at the English seacoast resorts, 
which launched a nationwide (and then world- 
wide) style revolution. In producer Vicki 
Wickham, director Michael Lindsay-Hogg, and 
presenter Cathy McGowan (if not her succes- 
Sion of male co-hosts), RSG had a core group of 
young hipsters ready to do for TV what the 
Beatles had done for music. Today, watching the 
camera zip in and out of focus, zoom around 
from the dancers to the stars, and quick-cut 
among assorted pop images, RSG might seem 
old hat. But Ready Steady Со! really set the 
stage for all the rock film and video that followed, 
from Tommy (the Who were Mod, and there- 
fore Ready Steady Go! staples) to MTV. 

“We'd stick to a very rigid booking formula 
of only using artists we liked," Wickham once 
said. "Now that I think about it, this was in- 
credibly pretentious of us—but it worked and 
made Ready Steady Go! the unique pop art 
show it was and shaped the careers of a heap of 


acts." Among those who got their start on RSG 


You must remember this: a 
gallery of '60s cool—and the 
performers featured on Ready 
Steady Go!

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were the Rolling Stones, Dusty Springfield (a 
co-host on some of these episodes), the Ani- 
mals, the Kinks, and the Moody Blues. 

But it wasn't just the music. Proclaiming 
itself through a succession of blaring theme 
songs—most prominently, the Who's "Anyway 
Anyhow Anywhere" and Manfred Mann's 
*5.4-3-2-]"—Aand the opening title "THE WEEK- 
END STARTS HERE," Ready Steady Go! de- 
fined what was hip in fashion and dancing for 
an entire generation of British kids. And over 
the years, as Mod fashion leaked across the 
Channel and the Atlantic, the look also pene- 
trated Europe and America. As with American 
Bandstand, a big part of the attraction was 
watching the kids in the audience dance, fo- 
cusing in on their haberdashery and new steps. 

Because dancing was the key ingredient, the 
show's musical taste ranged way beyond Brit- 
ish beat and R&B into the real thing, imported 
from America: RSG captured Otis Redding, 
Marvin Gaye (the aforementioned cool cat in 
the white tux), Martha & the Vandellas, Rufus 
Thomas, Smokey Robinson and the Miracles, 
and the Supremes, creating a classic compen- 
dium of Sixties soul heroes, matched up per- 
fectly with the English acts that idolized them. 
(The RSG Otis Redding special that also fea- 
tures Eric Burdon singing Sam & Dave's "Hold 
On I'm Coming"—and holding his own with 
it—is the best example of such interaction.) "It 
was the only show in the world I've ever seen 
that managed a balance between either side of 
the ocean,” said the Who's Pete Townshend. 

Because Ready Steady Go! went off the air in 
1967; before the scene shifted to the confusions 
and artifices of psychedelia, it seals off the most 
crucial segment of the Sixties revolt-into-style 
even more perfectly. "RSG was instant pop 
music," according to Wickham. "It was every 
trend before it happened, and things came and 
went super fast. It was about youth and their 
dreams and aspirations and had nothing to do 
with thinking about tomorrow." The Who's 
Pete Townshend remembered the show as "in-

what's great about the series was the total inno- 
cence of all involved, as when George Harrison 
once offered a dead serious explanation of how 
American drive-ins work. 

But not always serious. A key element of 
Ready Steady Go! was its utter irreverence. 
The most consistently funny appearances 
come from the Beatles—John Lennon seems to 
be everywhere, wisecracking off-mike when 
his mates are being interviewed, superbly 
deadpan when he's being interrogated himself 


(especially in a bit about his book, /n His Own 
Write). But RSG was never afraid to tread across 
boundaries others would have seen as utterly 
taboo. The single most hilarious and, even after 
all these years, striking sequence features the 
Rolling Stones and McGowan lip-synching Sonny 
and Cher's “I Got You Babe,” a marvelous satire 
of both Sonny and Cher's nascent hippie love 
protestations and the Stone's own image as am- 
biguous droogs. В 

You'll also get a chance to see Ше Stones' 
most embarassing moment on these Ready 
Steady Go! programs—in a Rolling Stones 
special. (There's also a Beatles special.) The 
four RSG specials presented in "Ready Steady 
Go! The '60s Musical Celebration," especially 
the ones on the Stones and Redding, are re- 
markable examples of music television, easily 
crossing the line from mere period pieces to 
true samples of pop history. But in a sense, 
what's most fun and most instructive are the 
weekly episodes—or what feel like weekly 
episodes. In fact, the material in each of the 11 
half-hours has been assembled from several 
episodes of RSG, often filmed a couple of years 
apart. But the editing is so skillful that each 
flows at least as easily as the originals. 

The result is a series you watch with a mea- 
sure of anticipation. What's next? Motown's 
Kim Weston singing a song that never reached 
the chart status it deserved? The vastly under- 
rated British rocker Billy Fury? One of the 
weedy assortment of pretty boy pre-Beatles 
English pop singers? Dudley Moore in a bizarre, 
Pythonesque turn at the piano? 

It's that sense of "What's Next?" that made not 
just Ready Steady Go! but Sixties music so great. 
As seen here in all its diversity—black and 
white, British and American, male and fernale, 
soul and folk, pop and rock—Sixties music con- 
founded expectations. The music was often 
magnificent, but even if it wasn't you had to stay 
tuned, because the next thing you heard could 
change your life. A quarter of a century later, it 
still feels the same way.

Ben Johnson and steroids," says Bud 
Greenspan pointedly, referring to one of 
the most notorious incidents at the 1988 
Summer Games in Seoul, South Korea. [Sprinter 


-Johnson was stripped of his gold medal after 


testing positive for steroid use.] "That's not what 
the Olympics are about," Greenspan declares. 
"Guys who break the rules are one percent of 
the people competing, and they deserve one 
percent of the coverage—at least in my film." 

The film in question is Greenspan's Seoul 
88: 16 Days of Glory. A dramatic account of 
the 1988 Summer Olympics, Seoul '88: 16 Days 
of Glory receives its world premiere on The 
Disney Channel on Wednesday, November 29, 
at 9:00 p.m. (Eastern/Pacific time). Greenspan, 
the celebrated sports filmmaker who created 
the official films for the 1984 Los Angeles 
Olympics and the 1988 Winter Games in 
Calgary, interrupted a hectic schedule to speak 
about his latest paean to Olympic glory. 

"Our theme is always to present what you 
did not see at the Olympics," Greenspan con- 
tinues. "We like to tell stories that take you 
behind the scenes to reveal the human side of 


the equation. For us to do a potpourri of 16 
days of Olympic competition in two and a half 
hours and focus only on the results is pointless. 

"Our film on Calgary (Calgary 88: 16 Days 
of Glory, also a world premiere on The Disney 
Channel)is a case in point. The Story of the two 
Brians (Brian Boitano and Brian Orser) at the 
ice skating competition—that was great drama 
that took place offstage. We went backstage 
because that was where a great Story was to be 
found." 

Greenspan uses this patented approach for 
his film about Seoul. "We cover very famous 
people," Greenspan observes, “but always 
through the eyes of someone else. We do the 
Greg Louganis story—that's a wonderfully 
dramatic tale—but through the eyes of Sammy 
Lee, his first coach. For Janet Evans, who won 
three gold medals, we miked her parents and 
followed them through Janet's events." 

Other dramatic episodes include the triumph 
of Jackie Joyner-Kersee, as viewed through the 
prism of her relationship with her coach—and 
husband—Bob Kersee, as well as segments on 
American high jumper Louise Ritter and other 
Olympians who may be less familiar to an 


American audience. 

One such story is that of Soviet swimmer 
Vladimir Salnikov. *Nobody has ever heard of 
him," Greenspan crows. "That's a great story 
—the classic journey. In 1980, Salnikov was 
the greatest swimmer in the world. But the U.S. 
boycotted the Moscow Games, so nobody ever 
heard of Salnikov. In 1984, the Soviets boy- 


cotted Los Angeles—and nobody has still 


heard of Salnikov. Now, in 1988, Salnikov's 28 
years old—he's over the hill. But he still goes to 
Seoul and wins one of the last races of the 
Olympic swimming competition." 

Greenspan believes that his emphasis on 
telling dramatic stories is the best approach for 
Olympic coverage. He remains critical of con- 
ventional network coverage of the Olympics, 
the Games at Seoul being a case in point. 

"In their desire to give you everything at the 
Olympics, the networks are like the proverbial 
kid in a candy store," Greenspan says. "They 
have a builtin disadvantage to begin with 
because of commercials. When you have 
eight commercial interruptions in an hour, and 
your coverage is switching between four 
Separate events, you can watch Greg Louganis 
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diving, walk into the kitchen, come back and 
find yourself in the last minute of a volleyball 
game. It's'disorienting. 

"The Olympics need to be made mythical 
and magical. You can't treat them like an 
everyday news story—if you do, you spend a 
lot of time on who's taking steroids. It's titil- 
lating, but is it right? 

"This is occurring in all forms of electronic 
communication today," Greenspan observes. 
"Everybody is interested in how fast they can 
get news to you. That's fine, but our job, as we 
see it, is not how fast we can get it to you but 
how completely we get it to you. And how 
much we maintain the Olympic traditions. | 
don't want to focus on someone who takes 
dope to win a gold medal—what kind of state- 
ment does that make to young people? 

"There has to be something mysterious in 
life," Greenspan reflects. "But now, thanks to 
electronic communication, we live in a world 
where the rule is one of literal truth. There are 
no more heroes, no more great stars, no more 
great statesmen today. How can there be? Once 
you achieve that sort of prominence, everyone 
else fades into the background. Who can stand 
up to that kind of scrutiny? You'd have to be 
crazy to put yourself on the line. To me, it's im- 
portant to maintain the traditions of the Olym- 
pics. We spend 100 percent of our time on the 
95 percent of the Olympics that is good."
